Sib, — On Tuesday evening, July 3rd, the Camden 
Musical Society gave a concert at the Camden School 
Booms, Sumner Street, Peekham, consisting of a selection 
of sacred music from Mozart, Dr. Arne, Dr. Callcott, 
J. Reynolds, Novello, R. A. Smith, Farrant, Weber, and 
Avison. Mr. Kemp, the master of the Camden School, 
presided at the organ (given by a gentleman in the neighbour- 
hood, anxious to extend the love of music) ; and Mr. Henry 
Rose, pupil-teacher of the school, at the pianoforte ; the 
whole of which, under the direction of Mr. H. Hall, went 
off with much satisfaction to a very crowded assembly. 
The Rev. Daniel Moore, Incumbent of Camden Church, 
Camberwell, and President of the Society, gave an excel- 
lent address upon the occasion, urging the extension of 
musical knowledge, aa a moral, religious, and social 
science : and which was followed up by some well-timed 
remarks by the Rev. Mr. Smith, Curate of Camden Church. 
Both gentlemen have taken a very great interest in this 
society, both by their presence at the concerts which have 
been held from time to time, and also in a more marked 
manner, in contributing liberally to its support. Our 
hymn tunes and chants are from Baxter's Harmonia Sacra 
(V. Novello) ; and in consequence of the cheapness of 
Novello's music, the whole of our collection of anthems 
and services are from his dep6t ; one gentleman, a short 
time ago, gave the society five poutids' worth of music 
purchased at Novello's, consisting of anthems and. church 
services : and you will be doing much good for us, by a 
brief notice of these remarks in the Musical Times, as we 
are very anxious to extend the society.

Columb Choir, Kensington Park, has been transmitted to 
St. Columb, where they daily perform full Cathedral Ser- 
vice in the fine old church of that town ; and which it is 
proposed, by a report of the Cathedral Commissioners, to 
convert into a Cathedral and Bishopric. Nothing car 
describe the sensation which is created by the beautiful 
singing of these boys. People far and near flock to the 
church in order to hear them j and the stillness which 
reigns throughout the edifice during the anthems and other 
parts of the service, fully proves that the Cornish people 
are not insensible to the beauties of Handel, Mendelssohn, 
and others. — (From a Correspondent.) 

" Les Vepres Siciliennes." — This long-expected, oft- 
announced, incessantly-rehearsed opera of Verdi's, has a 
length been produced at the Grand Opera in Paris ; and 
with considerable success. 

Totnes. — The Choral Society performed Hadyn's 
Creation at their first Concert, on the 26th June, assisted 
by professors from Plymouth and other towns. 

Teignmouth. — Mr. Edwin Linter gave a Concert at 
the Assembly Rooms ; the performers being a few of his 
pupils of the last half year, assisted by the Misses Williams, 
of the Exeter Concerts. A large audience honored Mr. 
Linter with their attendance. 

Mrs. Anderson's Annua) Grand Morning Concert took 
place at the Royal Italian Opera, Covent Garden, on the 
6th July. It was, as always, one of the most brilliant of 
the season. Mrs. Anderson played the choral fantasia of 
Beethoven (P.F. obligato), and in a pianoforte quartet by 
Ascher. Madame Clara Novello's romanza from Mer- 
cadante's Giuramento received its usual compliment of an 
encore. The lovely quintet of Mozart, " Di scrivermi ogni 
Giorno," was the other encore of the morning ; and was 
sung by Mesdames Grisi, Bosio, Signori Mario, Tamburini, 
and Lablache. 

Signor Puzzt's Annual Benefit took place on the 26th 
June; when a miscellaneous Concert, and Rossini's Bar- 
biere, were given as the entertainment of the evening. 
Madame Clara Novello sang her popular aria, " Se pur 
giungo," by Cagnonij and Signor Belletti, "Aux jours 
houreux," from Meyerbeer's Etoile du Nord. The only 
subject of regret was the absence of any horn-playing from 
Signor Puzzi; which always forms so marked an attraction 
at these performances. 

Beverley. — The scholars, teachers, and friends of the 
Hull Holy Trinity Church School came over here for a 
day's recreation. In the afternoon a large number of the 
teachers, clergy, and others, attended the Minster, accord- 
ing to previous arrangement, where full choral service was 
performed by the Minster choir. After the service, the 
teachers, &c, from Hull, invited the members of the choir 
to a rural tea in the Burton Bushes, which invitation was 
accepted. After tea, several madrigals were sung by the 
Minster choir, and all expressed themselves much pleased 
with the efficiency they had attained under the manage- 
ment of Mr. Pearson, the choirmaster. A little before 
seven o'clock, the school was mustered in marching order, 
and all appeared much pleased with the day's treat. The 
National Anthem was sung as they descended the hill from 
Burton Bushes towards Beverley. 

Croydon.— Mr. George Russell, a pupil of Mr. Stern- 
dale Bennett, gave a Concert here on the 27th June. 
Mr. Russell played with great taste in an instrumental trio 
ot his own composition; a Polonaise by Chopin; and other 
pieces. The whole of the music was of a classical charac- 
ter ; and the artists who assisted were : — Messrs. Giulio 
Regondi, Goffrie, and Paque ; Madame Clara Novello was 
the vocalist. 
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West Bromwich — The Concert of the Misses Martin 
(of Birmingham) took place in the Assembly Rooms, when 
an excellent attendance greeted their first appearance in 
this locality. 

Mozart's 12th Mass, with full orchestral accompani- 
ments, was performed by Members of the Cecilian Society 
and Dalston Literary Institute, &c, at the National Hall, 
Holborn, on the 4th July. The profits of this Concert 
were devoted to the relief of the widow and four children 
of the late Mr. James Hobbs. 

The New Philharmonic Society concluded their 
season on the 4th July. A characteristic cantata ("Tarn 
o'Shanter"), for a tenor voice, chorus, and orchestra, the 
music by Mr. Howard Glover, was received with much 
favor. Mr. Miranda took great pains with the principal 
part. " Childe Harold in Italy," a new symphony by M. 
Hector Berlioz, was produced for the first time in England. 
This composer's mastery in orchestral effects is displayed 
advantageously in illustrating the subjects of the four parts 
of the work in question, which are thus indicated : — 

1st Part. — Harold on the mountains. Scenes of Melancholy, Hap. 
piness, and Joy. 2nd Part. — March of Pilgrims singing their 
Evening Prayer. 3rd Part.— Serenade of an Abbruzian Mountaineer 
to his Mistress. 4th Part. — Reminiscences of preceding Scenes. 
Orgie of Brigands. 

We quote the following from the Report of the Society: — 

The resume of each season's performances has shown that some 
of the works of the great masters given at these concerts were com- 
paratively unknown, and almost inaccessible, to the general public 
before. The new field that has been opened for the production of 
the works of modem and native composers has redeemed our 
English musical reputation from an almost national disgrace ; and 
it is hoped that, in the increasing success of this society, the names 
of our own composers will grow into public reputation side by side 
with those of other countries wherein a greater facility is afforded 
for the production of their works and the development of their 
talents. The fallowing are some among the works which have been 
given this season at the New Philharmonic Society's Concerts : —

The sixth season of the New Philharmonic Society will 
commence early in March, 1856. 

Merthyr Tydfil.— The Musical Union of this place 
performed Handel's Messiah, for the first time here, with 
full orchestral accompaniments. The Mercury says : — 
" Up to this point of our notice we have spoken rather 
of the merits of the composer than of those of the per- 
formers ; but let them not, therefore, think that we under- 
rate these ; by no means ; we have the greatest praise to 
bestow upon all concerned in the production of this work ; 
indeed, our feeling so much pleasure in thinking of the 
treat we have had is attributable to the excellent manner 
in which it was done, and the additional and interesting 
fact, that it was done by our own people. Yes, we owe 
the Messiah in Merthyr to ourselves. Our Committee of 
the ' Musical Union' have brought their labours of the 
two expired seasons to a worthy close. The offspring of 
the ' greatest of the greatest of masters,' as their circular 
has it, has been presented to us by them. They organized 
the machinery at the beginning of their first concert season 
in December last, which produced about five -and- twenty 



miscellaneous concerts from week to week, and which lias, 
at last, produced this Oratorio j among other things to 
prove, as it were, that their organization had not been in 
vain, but that it had in an eminent degree advanced the 
taste and practice of the art they took upon themselves for 
the best of motives to foster." 

Philharmonic Society.— The General Meeting of the 
Society was held on the 9th July, " for electing the Direc- 
tors, &c, for the ensuing season, and other business." 
The Directors elected, were :— Messrs. Anderson, Sterndale 
Bennett, Blagrove, Chatterton, Griesbach, Lucas, and 
M'Murdie. At the present juncture, it gives us peculiar 
pleasure to record the first of these names, and to state 
that this gentleman was re-elected in all his previous 
offices in the Society, as a just mark of confidence in one 
who has so long proved himself a faithful friend and sup- 
porter of the best interests of the Philharmonic. * 

Ardwick Gentlemen's Glee Club. — The premium of 
five guineas, offered by this Club, for the best Cheerful 
Glee, has been awarded to R. P. Stewart, Esq., Mus. Doc, 
Trinity College, Dublin, for his glee, " Earth, fling off thy 
wintry wildness." 

M. Hector Berlioz, the celebrated composer, left 
London, immediately after Mrs. Anderson's concert, on 
the 7th July, for Paris ; where his services are demanded 
as one of the musical judges at the Exposition. 

Mr. Alfred Mellon's third and last Orchestral 
Union concert took place at St. Martin's Hall, on the 6th 
July. In these days of neglect of orchestral concerts, Mr. 
Mellon's experiment has been a bold one, well carried 
out j and, we trust, successful in a pecuniary point of view. 

University of Dublin Choral Society.— (From a 
Correspondent.)— On Saturday, the 30th June, a perform- 
ance of sacred music was given by this association, in order 
to celebrate the completion of the new Bell Tower, which 
has been erected at the cost of £3,000. by the Primate of 
Ireland, Lord J. G. Beresford, Chancellor of the Univer- 
sity. Notices and sketches of this edifice has appeared in 
the Builder and Illustrated London News ; it is of granite 
and Portland stone, and is about ninety feet in height. 
The first part of the concert consisted of various selections, 
some having reference to the bell and its offices, in sum- 
moning to prayer or study, or tolling the knell of the dead. 
The second part consisted of a cantata written by J. F. 
Waller, Doctor of Laws in the College, and set to music 
by Dr. Stewart, the conductor of the Society ; this, which 
occupied forty minutes in performance, is a composition of 
considerable pretensions, including tenors, solos with 
chorus, symphonies for instruments, a soprano solo, and 
two choral fugues, one of which, that at the conclusion, is 
very elaborately wrought and effective. At one part of the 
cantata, at the lines — 

" To Jehovah's praise, 

Be the first notes rung, 

From its iron tongue." 
The hell was tolled eight times j the communication be- 
tween the new tower and the ball where the music was 
performed being effected through the agency of an electric 
apparatus placed in the orchestra, and connected with wires 
of some hundred yards in length, which were carried across 
two of the quadrangles, the windows of the hall being 
opened to admit of the sounds being heard. The whole 
performance was most satisfactory, and the poet and com- 
poser of the cantata were complimented by the persons of 
distinction connected with the College. — Musical World. 

Mrs. Joseph Robinson, the pianiste, (known formerly 
as Miss Arthur, pupil of Miss Guschl,) has lately esta- 
blished a periodical series of performances in Dublin, in 
imitation of Mr. Ella's Musical Union ; diffusing a wide- 
spread taste for the classical art among the Irish lovers of 
music.

Extract from the Annual Report of the Society : — 
The great object in view (at these public performances), is to give a 
practical illustration of our wishes and intentions with regard to 
Church Music, as also to provide the means of testing both ancient 
music and new compositions, in the only way in which their merits 
can be at all fairly estimated. Treading in the steps of the former 
Motett Society, your committee have endeavoured to form a body of 
amateurs into a choir of sufficient strength and skill to execute 
every portion of the choral worship of the Church, according to their 
ideal of what such worship should be, and also to sing Latin and 
other compositions of general utility for the prosecution of their 
musical inquiries. Although they are far, at present, from the at- 
tainment of all they desire in this respect, yet your committee 
gratefully record the past exertions of the choir, while they would 
urge them to greater diligence in the future preparation of the music. 
They would, at the same time, remind the friends of Church Music, 
that they have felt themselves hampered by inadequate funds. 
Music is expensive ; a large body of singers cannot but require many 
copies of each composition that is to be executed by them ; numbers 
of singers cannot be gathered together in small rooms, nor, in 
general, in private houses. School-rooms, such as those in which 
the Motett Choir has met for several years, are not well adapted to 
the due arrangement and comfort of a choir, without which their 
efficiency is much impaired. The want of the appliances of good 
rooms, plenty of light, and a sufficient supply of the music to be 
practised, seriously affects the attendance of individuals— as, unless 
for a great effort and an ulterior end, people do not like to leave a 
comfortable Are-side for the discomforts attending the wants com- 
plained of. The general effect of the necessary sacrifices to economy 
hitherto made, is a small amount of study and preparation of the 
music sung in public, as well as a certain disgust and weariness on 
the part of those whose regular attendance, in spite of all dis- 
couragements, gives them both the harder work, and the double 
annoyance of ill-balanced harmony in thin meetings, and inefficient 
and imperfect coadjutors in full ones. For these reasons, your 
committee cannot deem it wholly out of place to urge upon the 
members of this society, the importance of their endeavouring to 
increase the numbers of the subscribers to the Choral Fund.
